Snow clearance in Morrisville. 
which use to take a four man 
crew a night and a day to com­ 
plete, can now be done in several 
hours with the new equipment and 
chemicals used by the borough. 
According to Morrisville Bor­ 
ough 
Manager Robert 
Steward 
"Last year was the first we ever 
used salts and chemicals in the 
borough. It showed the job could 
be done in about two hours where­ 
as it use to take four men and 
one truck 16 hours.” 
TTie use of salt, said Steward, 
Is effective to a certain extent, 
but when the tem perature begins 
to drop, "we begin adding cal­ 
cium to the salt content.” 
He added that a rust preventa­ 
tive is also added to halt any 
rust or corrosion under cars when 
the soIfitiorHs splashed up under 
the chassis. Steward stated that 
the borough has a 450 bag supply 


on hand for the winter

ahead, 
pounds.

Using the chemicals instead of 
the 
conventional 
cinders, 
com­ 
mented Steward, has cut the cost 
of road clearance from 1957’s total 
1 of $2,000 to only $750 for last year. 
The $750 includes equipment use. 
chemicals spread and manpower, 
said the borough manager. 
"The chemical spreader pur­ 
chased by the borough for $650 
last fall has already paid for it­ 
self," he said.
